Dorteh Gets 
Life Term For 
Son's Murder

A Benton township man convicted of having his illegitimate son 


murdered for insurance was sentenced to life imprisonment 
Thursday in Bcrrien Circuit court. Judge Julian Ej Hughes im- 
posed two life sentences on Johnny Lee Dortch, 27, for first degree 
murder and conspiracy to commit murder in the death of Dortch's 
seven-year-old son, Johnny Freeman. 


Hughes made no comments 


other than slating the sentences, 
which are lo run concurrently, 
and advising Dortch of his ap- 
peal rights. Neilhcr Dortch-nor 
his family showed any emotion 
during the sentencing, although 
Dortch told the judge he intends 
to appeal the convictions. 


Dorlch was accused in the 


shotgun-slayings . of 
Brcnda 


Freeman,'26, and her son, 
Johnny, whose decomposed 
bodies were found in a ditch .off 
Black Lake road in Pipestonc 
township on Sept. 27,1974. 


The jury a month ago con- 


victed him in the boy's death, 
but acquitted Dortch of a charge 
of firsl degree murder stem- 
ming from Mrs. Freeman's 
death. The life senlcnce is 
mandalory for firsl degree 
murder. 


Dorlch during the trial took 


the stand and testified he had 
nothing to do with the murders 
and was not even aware the two 
had been killed until he read 
about the murders in the news- 
paper.

Dortch was paid slightly more 
than 115,000 as beneficiary on 
his son's life insurance policy. 


Mexican prisoners took advan- 
tage of the situation. They 
claimed to be Americans and 
escaped with the others. 


More than 500 Americans arc 


jailed in Mexico, mostly on 
drug-related charges. And both 
Congress and State Department 
nave been critical of harsh 
treatment the prisoners have 
received, including reports of 
torture in some cases. 


The breakout was at the jail in 


Piedras Negras, directly across 
the Rio Grande River from 
Eagle Pass, a West Texas (own 
about 140 miles west of San An- 
tonio. 


Two unidentified men burst 


into the prison about 3 a.m. The 
men tied up the five guards on 
duty and then broke the locks on 
the cells where most (rf the 
American men and women were 
held.

Nesinson, who is from Min-

They spent the 
night in the Maverick County 
Jail while officials delcrmincd 
whether any charges were 
pending against them in the 
United States.

he would release the six today. 
All are U.S. citizens and cannot 
be sent hack to Mexico in this 
type of caw, toe State Depart- 
ment said.

headed tor the river. I did not 
talk to them (the hooded 
men).... What could I say? I just 
followed the group. The river is 
about two blocks from the 
prison. 


"I was weak because of the 


lack of sunshine and exercise in 
jail for nine months and I was 
the last man at the river. 1 
floated on my back and made it 
across. I walked into town and a 
deputy stopped me. 1 told him 
where I was coming from and 
he assured me they wouldn't 
send me back." 


Nesinson said he had no idea 


who the hooded men were, but, 
"I know why they did it.... To 
free Americans who are in 
prison in Mexico for crimes that 
have not been proven. I am 
grateful to them."

Second Explosion Traps 11 
Miners; Say They're Alive

OVEN FORK, Ky. (AP) - 
Rescue workers searched cau­ 
tiously today for 11 men trapped 
Thursday night by an explosion 
in a coal mine where a blast 
killed 15 m iners earlier this 
week. There were reports the 11 
were alive. 


“W e're advancing slowly into 
the m ine,” said O VV. Harris, a 
U.S. Mining Enforcement and 
Safety Administration official at 
the scene. R<*scue workers “ are 
being careful,” he said.

Phillips said the 11 men were 
working in the same area as the 
15 m iners trapped and killed 
Tuesday. That area is 3*2 miles 
from the mine entrance and 
1.600 feet underground. 


Three of the 11 were MESA 
mine inspectors, said Kentucky 
State Police Capt. Jam es Gay. 
Gay rushed to the mine after the 
explosion at 11 30 p.m. T hurs­ 
day. 


Funerals were scheduled for 
today for four of the men killed 
in Tuesday’s explosion. All were 
from small communities in the 
surrounding mountains of eas­ 
tern Kentucky. 


Within m inutes of the latest 
blast, relatives and spectators 
began gathering along the road 
leading to Scotia's No. 1 Black 
Mountain mine. Several am ­ 


bulances arrived, and state 
police cars blocked the en­ 
trance. 
Reporters were not 
allowed on the property. 


“ It doesn’t look good,” state 
Police Sgt. Mike Flynn told 
reporters at the scene. “ Boys, it 
was the same fact*. They were in 


that sam e area. There was a 
cave-in and an explosion.” 
Rescue teams had been in the 
mine around the clock since 
Tuesday’s explosion, trying to 
clear 3 ^ miles of mine shaft of

• Something like the scheme proposed- 
by Boeing Aerospace Co. engineers — 
tp'capture and concentrate the sun's 
heat with gigantic space mirrors and 
beam the electricity to earth by 
microwaves — is coming.

Two -years ago Rep. Morris 
Udall's voting record in the 
HOUM of Representatives' was 
an admirable 81.1 percent of the 
roll calls. Last year his atten- 
dance fell by a sharp 30 points.

in

Overseas Bribes Could 
Have Unhappy Aftermath 


Damaging though revelations of 
bribes 
paid 
by 
some 
American 
businesses to gain foreign contracts 
have 
been, 
the 
aftermath could 
present further problems. Japan and 
•several other countries have requested 
the names of their nationals involved 
"in bribe efforts and, after mulling over 
the request, the Ford administration 
lias agreed to supply them — with the 
proviso that the names be kept secret 
unless criminal prosecutions are in­ 
volved. 


With all due respect to that arran­ 
gement, it is unlikely in the extreme 
that the names could be kept under 
wraps once they are released. But in 
either case, the governments whose 
countries were mentioned in the 
revelations obviously are embarrassed 
by the stigma. 


That embarrassment in some cases 
might well trigger cooler relations 
with the United States. It should be 
remembered 
that 
bribery 
and 


influence peddling have developed into 
something of an art in some countries. 
Spotlighting 
the 
practice 
with 
publicity might well anger a number 
of influential foreign citizens. 


Aside from that, the question arises: 
Where does bribery end and good 
salesmanship begin? The Boeing Co., 
for 
instance, 
has 
acknowledged 
making political contributions and 
paying out $70 million overseas in the 
last five years for what it insists are 
commissions. The commissions on 
airplane sales might well be enor­ 
mous, simply because of the price 
tags. 


Politics could enter the revelation 
aftermath, with opposition politicians 
in other lands castigating those names 
in American testimony for doing what 
they themselves might do had they 
been in a position of influence. The 
final chapter in this sorry business 
could be a long one. 


Postoffice Should First 
Put Own House In Order 


Somehow discussions about what to 
do about the Postal Service’s huge 
deficit, 
despite 
repeated 
rate 
increases, has strayed from the mark. 
Too frequently postal officials suggest 
it is the fault of the patron the service 
is heading for a deficit of $1.5 billion in 
the year ending June 30. 
' 


The customer expects too much ser­ 
vice, it has been suggested, and 
therefore delivery might be curtailed 
anywhere from one to three days a 
week. Also,, the user of the mails pays 
too little and the rates should be ad­ 
justed upward again and again. 


Whether these “ solutions” are of­ 
fered merely as scare tactics or 
sincerely, they effectively draw atten­ 
tion away from the main problem — 
postal operations. Because more than 
three-fourths of the postal budget is 


labor-related, stabilizing that cost 
factor is the key to stabilizing the ser­ 
vice. 


It will accomplish nothing to con­ 
tinue raising rates if higher wages 
continue 
to 
consume 
increased 
revenues, which has been the case in 
the past. A far more efficient or­ 
ganization of manpower is needed, 
from top management on down. 


That 
means 
eliminating 
the 
bureaucratic and featherbedding ten­ 
dencies inherent in any organization 
the size of the Postal Service, as well 
as insuring that salaries and fringe 
benefits do not grow out of proportion 
to similar levels of responsibility in 
other industries. 


Only after putting their own house in 
order can postal officials honorably 
ask the public to do more.

If economists have learned anything 
from the experience of the last several 
years, it is to be cautious in making 
forecasts. Even as unemployment rate 
dropped in February for the fourth 
consecutive month — to 7.6 per cent, a 
full percentage point below last Oc­ 
tober’s peak — Economic Council 
Chairman 
Alan 
Greenspan 
was 
predicting 
only 
that 
economic 
recovery 
“ could 
lower 
the 
unemployment rate to less than 7 per 
cent” by the end of the year. 


With nearly all the economic indica­ 
tors pointing to a faster recovery than 
many had expected, it would be 
surprising if unemployment did not 
drop below 7 per cent this year — 
possibly well below. Caution remains a 
better strategy than over-optimism.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
Two years ago Rep. M orris 
Udall’s voting record in the 
House of R epresentatives was 
an admirable 81.1 percent of the 
roll calls. Last year his atten­ 
dance fell by a sharp 30 points. 


What happened? He began 
paying more attention to his 
cam paign for the presidency 
than 
his responsibilities 
in 
Congress, 
an 
imbalance 
of 
priorities that may eventually 
prove beneficial to Udall but not 
to the legislature he is sworn to 
champion. 


The consequences of this sort 
of nonsense are entirely nega­ 
tive, at least according to the 
one m em ber of Congress who is 
paying attention 
to it this 
quadrennium . House m inority 
leader John Rhodes believes it 
is folly for Am ericans to pay 
legislator - candidates full tim e 
congressional wages for part 
time congressional work. 


So 
it 
is 
that 
Rhodes, 
a 
Republican 
from 
Dem ocrat 
Udall’s home state of Arizona, 
has 
introduced 
legislation 
designed to put an end to the 
bother. He proposes a joint 
resolution providing for a cons­ 
titutional 
am endm ent 
“ that 
would preclude any member of 
Congress from taking office as 
President or vice president until 
two years after the last date of 
service in the Congress.” In 
short, the measure would force 
a member to resign in order to 


pursue Chief Executive hopes. 


Not 
surprisingly, 
Rhodes’ 
idea has been greeted on Capitol 
Hill with all of the enthusiasm 
of another visit from an eighth 
grade government class. After 
all. absenteeism has been con­ 
sidered a perquisite of the 
legislative industry since only 
eight of 22 senators showed up 
at the opening of the first ses­ 
sion of Congress in 1789. 


The howling and threats have 
gone unheard, however. As one

Rhodes’ 
assistants 
explains it, "Legislators seldom 
legislate against themselves.”

It all started nearly 30 years 


ago when she and her husband

' own, were asked to care for a 


six-month-old 
hydroccphalic 


buby — a child suffering with 
water pressure on the brain. 


"We didn't see how we could 


. turn him away, but I was really 


frightened 
and 
repulsed,. I 


prayed to have the grace to get 
through the first day," Mr 
Gauchal recalled in an inter- 


• view hero. 


./"But once we had overcome 
the block of the handicap we 
saw the treauty of the Iwy, These 
children are more normal than 


' not normal and we should treat 
them just the way we treat other 
Children." 


And that's exactly the way the 


Gauchats did treat the many 
handicapped, foster children 
they took info their home during 
the following years, a period 
that Mrs. Gauchat has recount- 
ed in a book called "All God s 
Children."

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Looks Beyond Child’s Handicap

NEW YORK (AP) - Dorothy 
Gauchat has been m other to 
dozens of children — six <»f her 
own, one adopted, and the rest 
youngsters with serious mental 
and physical problems. 


It all started nearly 30 years 
ago when she and her husband 
Bill, with three children of their 
own, were asked to care for a 
six-month-old 
hydrocephalic 
baby — a child suffering with 
water pressure on the brain. 


“ We didn't see how we could 
turn him away, but I was really 
frightened 
and 
repulsed. 
I 
prayed to have the «race to get 
through the first day,” Mrs. 
Gauchat recalled in an inter­ 
view here, 


“ But once we had overcome 
the block of the handicap we 
saw the beauty of the boy. These 
children are more normal than 
not normal and we should treat 
them just the way we treat other 
children.” 


And that's exactly the way the 
G auchats did treat the many 
handicapped 
foster children 
they took into their home during 
the following years, a period 
that Mrs. Gauchat has recount­ 
ed in a book called “ All God's 
Children.” 


Now, though her own children 
are grown, she's still involved 
with caring for such youngsters 
at Our Lady of the Wayside, a 
home she and her husband, who 
died last year, established in 
Avon, Ohio. 


After they took in the first 
child “ the word spread fast.” 
and soon there were five or six 
extra kids in the house. The 
Gauchats had three more of 
their own and, needing more 
space, they bought a 15-room 
house across the road. Even­ 
tually they expanded to the new 
home 


“ It took five years of patience, 
perseverance and faith to raise 
the m oney,” she says of the 


residence that 
now 
has .17 
children and a staff of 45, 
including five live-in volunteers, 
“ skilled people donating a year 
of their tim e.” 


During the three decades 
there were many comings and 
goings in the household. Some 
children died, some were cart'd 
for on a short-term basis when 
the mother was ill, couldn’t 
cope or needed a vacation 


"M uch as we hated to lose 
them it was a joy to see them 
going 
back 
to 
their 
own 
fam ily,” Mrs. Gauchat says. 
“ But it was really hard when a 
child left to go to the state hos­ 
pital — it's wT»rse than death.’’ 
It was just such a situation 
that prompted the Gauchats to 
adopt 
Todd, 
a 
child 
with 
cerebral palsy. Officials who 
had tested him had concluded

that he was mentally deficient 
and planned to take him away. 


“ We knew he was bright, and 
when they insisted on putting 
him in the state mental hospital 
we took legal steps to adopt 
him ,” said his mother, proudly 
showing a picture of Todd, now 
21. in a wheelchair in his high 
school 
graduation 
cap. and 
gown. He is now an honor 
student in college. 


Her other children’s lives 
have 
been 
“ much 
richer 
because they are certainly more 
compassionate,” she adds. Most 
have gone 
into som e field 
dealing with the handicapped. 


By an ironic coincidence, one 
of the G auchats’ own children. 
Colette, suffered severe brain 
dam age from a childhood ac­ 
cident.

realized how much easier it is 
for a foster parent to deal with 
such a situation than a natural 
parent. 


Despite her long association 
with the handicapped, Mrs.

“ To me abortion is only one 
thing — it’s m urder.” she 
declares, i f a woman doesn't 
want to take the risk of having a 
handicapped child she shouldn't 
conceive.” 


She does believe that every 
young girl should be exposed to 
G erm an m easles, and “ I am 
very much for genetic coun­ 
seling“ to minimize the risk. 


Mrs. Gauchat has started an 
organization calk'd “ Parents 
Aware,” to help parents w ho art1 
“ so overwhelmed when this hits 
you, to share with each other 
our feelings and ideas, to get it 
out of our system , to weep 
together and rejoice together. 
We re coming to the stage 
where we can cope with it and 
even laugh. 


“ We’re helping ourselves, 
and in doing so we help someone 
else.”

Dearborn, chairman of the 
committee, said he suspects six 
or seven parties wilt qualify, 
although only four would appear 
to have little trouble In getting 


enough votes.

However, it would be tech- 


nically possible for more than 
nine parties to qualify for the 
November ballot, forcing a 
move to paper ballots.

at one time he needs coverage, Shapley said. Migrants qualify 
under (his test, he said. A farmer should ge( coverage (he 
minute he has three workers, he said. 


— If a farmer employs at leas', one worker, and that worker 


puts in at least 35 hours a week for 13 weeks or more, he's 


..entitled to coverage. Shapley warned that rulings by the 


Worker's Compensation Appeal Board indicate that once a 
farmer has hired a full-time worker, and apparently intends 


. to keep the man,, the farmer should get insurance. 


In one case a farmer hired a full-time worker, who was 


injured after 10 weeks on the job. Under normal rules the 
fanner was not obliged to get insurance until the 13 weeks had 
passed, Shapley said. 


But the board ruled that the farmer shouldn't have waited 


13 weeks to get insurance for the worker because the farmer 
intended to keep the employe for some time. In that case the 
farmer was ordered to pay medical expenses for the injured 
man, 
Shapley said.

• insurance shouM tw gotten earlier than 13 weeks, he said.

Me also told of boiling the cars 


in their leaves and eating them 
with butter. Another of his 
recipes was grinding the ripe 
kernels in a mortar, boiling un- 
til gelling a white, soft pulp and 
eating with milk or butler and 
sugar. 


Franklin explained how corn 


could be parched — possibly Ihc 
forerunner of making popcorn: 


"An iron pot is nearly filled 


with sand, and set on the fire till 
the sand is very hot. Two or 
three pounds of the grain arc 
thrown in and mixed well with 
the sand by stirring. Each grain 
bursts and throws out a while 
substance of twice its bigness.

Rates Increased 


Michigan farmers this year will pay higher worker’s com­ 
pensation insurance premiums for all employes except those 
who work on dairy or livestock farms, according to the 
Michigan Worker’s Compensation Rating bureau. 


The new insurance rates are effective for the year beginning 
Doc 1, 1975. and are based upon each $100 of payroll that the 
farmer pays, the bureau stated. 


The minimum premium that must be paid rises or falls 
with rates, but is based upon the same formula used last year, 
said A1 Shapley, farm labor specialist with Michigan State 
university's Center for Rural Manpower and Public Affairs. 


Rates for workers employed at the various kinds of farms 
are listed: 


Dairy or livestock farms, including drivers, $7.44 per $100 of 
payroll, an 18 cent drop 


Farm machinery operation — by contractors — including 
drivers, $9.45, up 34 cents. 


Farm-market or truck farm where vegetables, potatoes. 
I>erries. all grapes, etc., are raised. $4.22. up f>6 cents. 


Grain farms, including drivers, $8.33, up 14 cents. 
Florists, including drivers, $3.05, up 58 cents. 
Fruit packing and handling, including drivers. $3.63, up 20 
cents. 


Nurseries, including drivers, $4.22, up 
cents. 


Orchards, including drivers, $6.68, up 12 cents. 
Poultry or egg producers, including drivers, $4.24. up two 


cents. 


Stables or horse breeding farms, including riders. $6.97. up 


17 cents. 


Tree pruning, spraying, repairing, trimming or fumigating, 
including drivers, $7.88. up 13 cents. 


Vegetable packing and handling, including drivers. $4.47, up 
16 cents. 


Shapley said that the higher rates probably reflect that 
more claims are being made or that medical costs are going 
up. 


Shapley explained that two tests are used to determine 
which farmers must earn- insurance on workers. 


— If a farmer “ regularly employs” three or more workers 
at one time he needs coverage. Shapley said. Migrants qualify 
under this test, he said. A farmer should get coverage the 
minute he has three workers, he said. 


— If a farmer employs at least one worker, and that worker 
puts in at least 35 hours a week for 13 weeks or more, he's 
entitled to coverage. Shapley warned that rulings by the 
Worker’s Compensation Appeal Board indicate that once a 
farmer has hired a full-time worker, and apparently intends 
to keep the man. the farmer should get insurance. 


In one case a farmer hired a full-time worker, who was 
injured after 10 weeks on the job. Under normal rules the 
farmer was not obliged to get insurance until the 13 weeks had 
passed. Shapley said. 


But the board ruled that the farmer shouldn't have waited 
13 weeks to get insurance for the worker because the farmer 
intended to keep the employe for some time. In that case the 
farmer was ordered to pay medical expenses for the injured 
man, Shapley said. 


As a result of the ruling it’s not clear whether or not the 
insurance should be gotten earlier than 13 weeks, he said

NEW YORK (AP) — The two-state agency that runs Kennedy 
International Airport has barred flights by the Concorde super­ 
sonic jetliner for at least six months after an announce*mc*nt from 
Air France and British Airways that they planned to begin train­ 
ing flights there next week. The resolution Thursday by commis­ 
sioners of the Port Authority of New York and New Jersey banne*d 
the* flights and ordered a study by the agency’s aviation director of 
Concorde operations elsewhere for six months and a report “ as to 
the acceptability of supersonic operations at Kennedy."

Dow’s Novahistine 
cough and decongestant medicines was cited by a Ralph Nade*r 
group Thursday when it sue*d the Food and Drug Administration in 
an attem pt to force the ban or seizure of toothpaste's, cough 
medicines and cosmetics containing chloroform. Chloroform has 
been linked in cancer in laboratory anim als.

More than 65 per cent of the* 
ille*gitimate children born in 
Berrien county during 1974 had 
mothers living within the* city 
limits of Benton Harbor....and 
the* percentage may have been 
even higher last year. 


That 
report 
from 
the 
Michigan Department of Public 
Health spotlights a problem of 
growing ‘concern 
to 
county 
health department officials anel 
other 
agencies 
involved 
in 
family planning services. 


According to the Department 
of l*ublic He*alth, the* number of 
illegitim ate births in Benton 
Harbor rose from 260 in 1971 to 


407 in 1974 — a three-year jump 
of 5(5.5 per cent 
During the same peried, the* 
number of illegitimate children 
born 
to 
residents 
in 
the* 
remainder of Berrien county 
dropped 2.7 per cent from 219 in 
1971 to 213 in 1974. 


Provisional statistics for 1975 
show that of 289 illegitim ate 
births 
recorded 
in 
Berrien 
county during the* first six 
months, 204 were to Benton 
Harbor residents — slightly 
over 70 per cent. 


A breakdown of statistics for 
1974 by the Departm ent of 
Public lle*alth also shows that: 


— 
Almost 52 per cent of the 
children born in Benton Harbe>r 


were* illegitimate. 


— Of the* 407 illegitimate* 
children bom in Benton Harber. 
more than 9(1 per cent were 
black. 


— Almost 54 per cent of the 
illegitim ate children born in 
Benton Harbor were at le*ast the* 
second child 
born 
to their 
mother. 


— Only 44 per cent of the* 
mothers giving birth U> illegi­ 
timate children in Benton Har­ 
ber were natives of Michigan. 


“ More than half of the'se 
mothers came from out of state 
— doe^s this say Michigan is a 
magnet for welfare cases?” 
asks Jerom e 11 Erickson, act­ 
ing director of the Berrien 


county health department. 


“ More than half the* ille*gi- 
timate children are not the first 
e*hild for their mother — maybe* 
welfare is a financial way of 
life.” 


Joan Eberly, adm inistrator of 
the health departm ent’s nurs­ 
ing division, says there is no 
doubt ADC payments are* a fac­ 
tor in some illegitimate* births. 


“ We know of some cases 
where a girl didn’t want a baby, 
but her parents wanted the* 
support payments,” she says. 


According to a study con­ 
ducted by the Department of 
Public Health and the Depart­ 
ment of Social Service's, it costs 
the state* 14 timc*s more* to

Democrat Philip Hart 
He resigned as chairm an of 
the* Federal Trade Commission 
last De'c 31 and has be*en cam ­ 
paigning for the Republican 
nomination since' the start of 
February. 


“ Acceding to a (toll taken for 
the state party at the end of 
January, 
two-thirds 
of 
the 
Republican voters had not made 


up their minds alwiut candidate's 
for the Senate seat." Engman 
says. 


“ I feel that’s in my favor In 
fact, that's one of the reasons I 
resigned my job to enter the* 
race.” 


Engman, a native of Grand 
Rapids, 
supports 
President 
Gerald Ford for re-e‘lection and 
says that "I basically agree* with 
his policies.” 


He* calls economic lssue-s like 
unemployment 
and 
rising 
prices the m ajor concern to 
voters in Michigan as well as 
the rest of the nation anel says 
there is an “ overriding feeling 
of people being turned off by the* 
system. 


“ People are fed up with a lot 
of things from welfare* cheating 
to the* governm ent bailing out 
companie's like* Lockhecd.” 


Despite his background as 
he'ael of a federal regulatory 
agency, Engman charges that 
there is “ a tremendous amount 
of ,over-re*gulation by govern­ 
ment that forces people to pay

He* says prices for a prescrip­ 
tion at drug stores two blocks 
apart can range from $2.25 to 
$11.50 because “ laws prohibit 
druggists from com peting on 
the- basis of price's. 


“ National Airlines toulei not 
even experiment with reducing 
fare's without going te) Washing­ 
ton to ask perm ission of the 
Civil Aeronautics Betard, and 
the CAB holds a hearing and 
asks the opinion of competing 
airlines.” 


Engman says that during al­ 
most thrc'e years on the PTC.' he 
saw progress in anti-trust en­ 
forcement and semie reduction 
of government regulations, but 
adds that “ the final answer has 
to come from Congress. That's 
where

passed.” 


Engman operated a private*

State Health Department Pinpoints 
Center Of Illegitimacy In Berrien

A simple-looking machine* at 
the Berrien Intermediate school 
district office will expand the* 
media services of all schoe>ls in 
the* tri-county area and provide 
instant access to the entire 
media collection in the state* 
library at Lansing. 


The* 
Regional 
Educational 
Media ( enter (REMC) No. 11 at 
the 
Interm ediate 
office 
at 
Berrien Springs was the first of 
22 REMC’s in the state1 to 
receive 
the 
Facsim ile 
Telexopier 
and 
all 
schools, 
private 
and 
parochial, 
in 
Berrien. Cass, and Van Buren 
counties will have access to it 
w ithout charge. 


Huth Fitzgerald. REMC 11 
director, 
explained 
the 
tolec'opier allows eommunica- 
tions to any other REMC or 
other group which has a sim ilar 
machine, using telephone line's 
for transmission and re'ceiving. 


“ It gives us access tei the en­ 
tire state library collection, ' 
Mrs. Fitzgerald noted. She ad­ 
ded that in addition to expand­ 
ing m edia services for local 
schools, instruc tors can use the 
machine to request m aterials 
for their own research, and the' 
Interm ediate office can com ­ 
municate quickly with the' State' 
Education Department. 


Using a “ sandwich-type" of 
paper which is black paper 
covered with white paper, a 
stylus on the machine receives 
electrical 
impulses 
over 
a 
telephone 
receiver 
and 
scratches off the white paper 
wherever there* is to I«' a k'tter 
or picture*. 


One of the biggest adv antages 
of the teU'copier, according to 
Mrs. Fitzgerald, is the' time it 
saves teachers who request 
supplementary m aterials from 
the state library. 


A teacher with a request for a 
book, recording, or film calls 
the REMC and relates what is 
ne*eded. The request is typed on 
paper and inserted onto the 
tc'h'copier, which transm its the 
request to the state library . 


The 
state* 
library 
can 
imm ediately 
give 
a 
status 
repert on the material re*quc*st- 
ed, and if it is in stock, will mail 
the* material to the* teacher the 
nc'Xt day. 


It saves at le'ast se>ven days,” 
Mrs Fitzgerald noted, adding 
requests prev iously were almost 
entirely handled by mail. 


She alse) pointed out that if the 
request is just for a short 
magazine article, 
the state 
library can send a copy of the 
article over the tele*eopic*r, giv­ 
ing same-day service. 


Mrs. Fitzgerald said if the 
state library does not have the 
item requested, the library will 
channel the requests to the 
Michigan State- university and 
University 
of 
Michigan 
libraries. The tele'copier also 
allows teachers to ge*t copies of 
documents published by the* 
state and federal governments.

Mrs Fitzgerald explained the* 
first telecopiers cam e int«» use 
in the educational system alxiut 
two years ago, and about 20

The telecopiers the REMC’s 
receive are paid for by a federal 


grant the state library received, 
with e-acli REMC given $1,050 
which pays for an 18-month 
lease and supplies, according to 
Mrs. Fitzgerald.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
stock m arket leveled off today 
after Thursday’s drive that 
carried the Dow Jones indus­ 
trial average to its first close 
above 1.000 in more than three 
years. 


The Dow average of 30 indus­ 
trials eased off a fraction to just 
under 1,003 in the early going. 
G ainers took a m oderate lead 
over losers among New York 
Stock Exchange-listed issues. 


Trading was active. 
Brokers said some buying 
interest had been generated by 
the Dow’s break above the 1,000 
barrier on Thursday. 


But they also noted some 
uneasiness over moves reported 
by the Federal Reserve late 
Thursday that seemed to sug­ 
gest that the Fed was aiming for 
a further rise in short term 
interest rates. 


TTie Fed sold a record amount 
of T reasury securities in the 
money market during the latest 
reporting week — a step which 
has the effect of making funds 
more scarce in the market. 


Today’s early prices included 
American Standard, up yA at 
25^4; Chrysler, off 14 at 19?/*; 
United Nuclear, up *4 at 20, and 
Citicorp, V4 higher at 33*4. 


On Thursday the Dow Jones 
industrial average rose 8.03 to 
1,003, posting its first close 
above 1.000 since Jan. 26, 1973. 


That brought the Dow to 
within 50 points of its all time 
closing high of 1.051.70 reached 
on Jan. 11 of 1973. 


Gainers held a 5-3 edge on 
losers in the daily tally of 
NYSE-listed issues.

Q. I am a grandmother with 
nine grandchildren to whom I 
want U> leave my estate. I will 
need income from this money, 
however. I’ve been thinking of 
an annuity or tax-exempt bonds. 


A. I think you can forget about 
the annuity. Even a refund-type 
would eat into this capital and if 
you lived long enough to recap­ 
ture the full amount paid in. the 
grandchildren 
would 
get 
nothing. So an annuity is out. 


Tax-exempt bonds would be 
O.K. for an income on which you 
otherwise would have to pay 30 
to 35 per cent in income taxes. 
For income to be taxed below 
that level. I would prefer top 
quality corporate bonds and 
stocks — preferreds and-or 
commons. 


Q. We recently retired, sold 
some speculative stocks and 
now have about $.10.MM for in­ 
vestment. We are considering 
bonds but are not too happy with 
the broker we’ve done business 
with. How do we find another? 


A. Living in a large city, as 
you do, all you need do is visit 
some other brokerage offices 
and discuss bonds with them . 
Your bank or Better Business 
Bureau can suggest some firms. 


Actually, bonds are bought by 
their ratings — and all brokers 
and banks use the same ratings. 
If you insist that you want AAA 
or AA grade bonds, it doesn’t 
make 
too 
much 
difference 
where you buy them — so long 
as the brokerage firm has a 
good bond department. In fact, 
if you feel more com fortable 
with 
your 
bank, 
ask 
your 
banker s help in buying them. 


Q. I am an elderly investor 
who 
bought 
Southern 
New 
England Tel. 8»* 
per cent 
debentures at 105. They are now 
down to 87. Should I buy more? 


A. Since the date of your let­ 
ter. interest rates have eased, so 
that your AA has come to a 
recent quote of 92*%- It is still a 
high quality income issue and 
should be kept. 


Q. You frequently suggest 
that home owners not spc4>d up 
the prepayment of a mortgage. 
But to a lone widow or needy, 
elderly couple, shelter is cri­ 
tical. Their first priority should 
be to clear away the mortgage. 


A. It is very true that in the 
case of a widow or an elderly 
couple living on a tight budget a 
mortgage-free home can be a 
great comfort — assum ing, of 
course, that the ownership of 
that particular home by that 
particular person or couple 
makes sense in the first place. 


But 
neither 
the 
sam e 
bookkeeping nor the comfort 
factor applies to the mortgage 
in the case of a young couple 
who have a choice between wip­ 
ing out a mortgage or using the 


money for some other form of 
investment. 1 don’t think there 
is a single, blanket answer. 


Q. In a recent column you 
discussed the advisability of 
putting some money into VA X 
bonds as against putting more 
money into the purchase of a 
house. But you overlooked the 
fact that in the current market, 
the value of the house would go 
up 10 per cent a year. 


A. Somehow. I seem to have 
overlooked any Federal law 
wtiich guarantees a 10 per cent 
annual rise in housing values. 
What is the basis for a flat sta­ 
tement like that? 


And how does the existence of 
a mortgage reduce your profit 
on a house ev en if you owe 75 per 
cent of the value 011 a mortgage?

approxim ately $66,000 in net 
revenue from the fuel conces­ 
sion during the 1976-77 fiscal 
year. 


Even if the airport received a 
percentage of fuel sales m ade 
by a fixed base operator, it 
would lose about $40,000 of this 
total, he said.
